There was but one opinion among the stable- 


sheriff, the supreme court affirmed the judg- 
ment of the court below. Seven bales of cotton 
were levied on for rent by distress warrant. 
Colciough & Co. ruled the sheriff for the 
money, claiming that the affidavit for the war- 
rant was made by the attorney of the ldndiord 
and before a justice of the peace, and not as 
required by section 1991 of the coda Thecourt 
held that the attorney might swear, out the 
aflidavit for rent due, and that the special lien 
of the landlord is superior to all other liens, 
except liens for taxes, and that he has alsoa 
general lien. 

Barrett & Caswell, of Augusta, in 1874, were 
given a mortgage on ‘realty i in Gordon county 
by R. M. Young to secure a débt of $5,801.31. 
The mortgage was foreclosed in 1875, but 
Young being “declared a bankrupt, the realty 
was set apart tohim as a homestead. Young 
died, and the land was sold by order- of court 
in 1878 to Foster & Harlan. Mrs. Young, the 
widow, died in 1883, and the land was sold to 
Durham. The youngest child of Colonel 
Young became of age in 1885. In 1886 Barrett 
& Caneel levied their fi. fa.on theland. In 
this case the supreme court held yesterday: 
The setting apart of the homestead to Colonel 
Young by the bankrupt court held off the lien 
of his creditors. The homestead existed as 
long as his family existed. As long as the 
widow was living, and as long as the children 
were minors the 2 mortgage could not proceed, 
While the title remained in Colonel Young. 
and he could have sold the land, he could only 
sell it subject to the mortgage lien. It was not 
a debt against Colonel Young personally. He 

was discharged from the debt,but the mortgage 
lien was against the land.
